The application has been amended as follows on the next page : 
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Claim 1. (Currently Amended) A data segmentation method in a telecommunications 
system, comprising: 

segmenting larger data units of a higher layer into smaller protocol data units of a lower 
layer so that at least one of the lower layer protocol [[datas unit]] dataxmits includes two or more 
data segments each from two or more different higher layer data units; 

indicating with predetermined values of segmentation length information, special 
information about the higher layer data units, instead of the length of the segments that would be 
indicated by other values of the segmentation information, at least in each lower layer protocol 
data that contains two or more data segments from two or more different higher layer data units; 
and 

transmitting the lower level protocol data units to a receiving end; 
wherein the segmented higher layer data unit can be assembled at the receiving end by 
means of the predetermined values of segmentation length information. 

EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to providing a data segmentation method between radio 
resources layer (RRC) protocol data units (Layer 3) and radio link layer (RLC) protocol data 
units (Layer 2) in a wireless radio communications system, including the unique steps of: 

"at least one of the lower layer protocol data units includes two or more data segments 
each from two or more different higher layer data units; 
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indicating with predetermined values of segmentation length infomiation, special 
infomiation about the higher layer data units, instead of the length of the segments that would be 
indicated by other values of the segmentation information, at least in each of the lower layer 
protocol data that contains two or more data segments from two or more different higher layer 
data units." 

The closet prior art, Kudoh et al. (USP 5,414,702), discloses a method of segmenting 
higher layer CS sublayer protocol data units (CS-PDU) into lower layer S AR sublayer protocol 
data units (SAR-PDU) in an asynchronous transfer mode ATM system. However, Kudoh fails to 
anticipate or render obvious the above quoted limitations of the present application. This renders 
the claims allowable.
